More Mills Are Started in the East and It is An- 


nounced Progress Will Continue—Bay- 


view Mills Are Closed. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 19.— The steel 


managers made another gain over the 
strikers today when two more mills 
at the Painter plant were put in mo- 
tion. They were started at 7 o'clock 
and brought the total number of 
mills in operation in that property 
up to four. 


They claim that several of their old 


men have broken from the strikers 
and returned to their places. 


C, L. Harper, manager of the prop- 


erty, said that he now had 200 men 
at work and that of the number about 
fifty were skilled. 
He says that 


within a month the mill be running 
to its full capacity. 


The strikers still nssert tha: the 


property is helpless and that the 
work being done in it is not hurting 
their cause. 


The steel mill at Monessen was not 


started this morning, but the steel 
managers say that it will be running 
before night. 
The fires have been 


started and every preparation made 
for actual operation. 


STKIKERS EXCITED. 


There was some excitement 


the strikers when they learned that 
a party of strike breakers hart been 
spirited into the property. 
They 


have increased their vigilance to pre- 
vent another surprise. 


They say that the managers hive 


not secured men enough to properly 


start the mill and they are still in 
control of the situation. 


A non-union worker employe*! in 


the Wellsville plant was seriously 
beaten by a party of strikers early 
this morning. He had been to Van* 
dergrift to spend Sunday and was re- 
turning to work. 
Ho was struck 


with a brick and then given a hard 
punching. 
He promised his assail- 


ants that he would not return to 
work. 


Two meetings of the Switchmen's 


Union of North America were held 
here yesterday to discuss the strike. 
F. T. Hawley, grand master, v/ns 
present and spoke at both meeting". 
It was decided that a strike in sym- 
pathy with the steel workers could 
not be ordered, but the heartiest 
moral and financial support was ten- 
dered to the strikers, 


SUGGESTS A CONFEB-ENCE. 


Grand Master Hawlev suggested 


that the American Federation, cf 
Labor call together all the labor 
leaders of the country for conference 
on the strike and expressed the opin- 
ion that some plan for favorably end- 
ing the strike would probably be 
forthcoming. 


The situation at the Bellaire works 


of the National Steel company re- 
mains unchanged. The last furnaocs 
have been blown out preparatory to

was the loser in the affair, her iden- 
tity is closely guarded.

circumstances is at all inclined to 
talk about it, but there seems to be 
no d'aubt that the young lady has 
been victimized in a shameless fash- 
ion.

Wayne some weeks ago and took 
apirtments on East Wayne street. 
He was pleasant of address, polished 
in manner, -and assumed to have so 
clear nn insight into the future that 
it was folly for human mortals to 
struggle longer without 'the advan- 
tage of his advice. 
Patrons came 


quickly, and it is said that n part of 


the time during his stay he gave as 
many as fifty readings a day. 


According to the story which now 


conies to light, among those who 
called to liave the future revealed 
WAS a young lady who recently came 
into possession of a considerable sum 
of money by the division of the estate 
cf a relative. 
Am'ong other advice 


the professor told her that the only 
safe way for her to keep money was 
to have the cash tied up in a chamois 
flkin bag fastened about her neck.

Colombian minister calls on Secre- 


tary Hay—Ecquador Ready to 


Fight Her Neighbor. 


Washington. Aug. 19.—The Colom- 


bian minister, Dr. SUva, 'had a con- 
ference today with Secretary Hay, 
It was the first personal exchange 
between the secretary and the rep- 
resentative of Colombia 
since 
the 


present disturbance started. Dr. Silva 
gave Mr. Kay information to the 
effect that traffic on the isthmus was 
entirely unobstructed 
and also as- 


sured him of the ability of Colombia 
to keep tke traffic open. 


The minister's 
communication to 


Secretary Hay did not take any for- 
mal or written shape, but was an in- 
formal discussion 
of the situation 


based on the minister's latest advices. 
He informed the secretary that 
a 


cable dispatch from Bogota, sent last 
Thursday, stated that traffic across 
the isthmus was entirely unobstruct- 
ed as a result of efforts of the Colom- 
bian authorities, -He also expressed 
the fullest confidence that Colombia 
was able to maintain 
free traffic 


across the isthmus. 
So far as the 


United States 
government is con- 


cerned there never has T>een any pur- 
pose to exert any military force in 
keeping open commercial traffic un- 
less it became peifectly plain that 
Colombia was unabl* to do so. This 
view was doubtless made known to 
Dr. Silva, although the nature of the 
exchange is known only in the most 
general way. 


When seen after his visit to the 


state department Dr. Silva %xpressed 
himself as highly satisfied with as- 
surances given him by 3£r. Hay that 
the United States would not take a 
hand in'affairs on the isthmus unless 
a request came from the Colombian 
government itself, or else the need of 
intervention became so apparent as 
to make a request unnecessary. 
The 


minister stated that some time ago 
lie informed his government that the 
United States would 
not put into 


operation the treaty 
provision for 


keeping open traffic on the isthmus 
unless Colombia found -herself un- 
able to do so. He says his interview 
with Mr. Hay strengthened this view 
of affairs and lie advised his govern- 
ment of the entirely 
disinterested 


purposes of the United States, and of 
its purpose not to act so long 
as 


traffic across the isthmus remains un- 
obstructed. 


ECUADOR WANTS TO 


Quito, Ecuador, Au£. 19.—A force 


of Ecuadorian troops i* ready to in- 
vade Colombia and a battle is immi- 
nent near Pasto, 
just beyond the 


Colombian frontier, 
and about one 


hundred and fifty miles northeast of 
Quito.

BUT BENEFITS OUTWEIGH IT 


LATE CROPS ARE SAVED BY 


COPIOUS RAINS. 


Heaven's floodgates were opened 


upon Fort Wayne with a vengeance 
Sunday afternoon, and twice was the 
city under the bombardment of Jupi- 
ter Pluvius' long range oatteries. 
The long season of drought* shattered 
slightly by the rain on Saturday, 
was completely obliterated by Sun- 
day's performance, for the water 
descended in veritable torrents tint 
defied the capacity of the sewers and 
swept along the streets in a ton-ent 
that turned the city for a time into a 
miniature reproduction of Venice. 


The first downpour came about 2 


o'clock and was copious, though not 
of long duration, but this was over- 
topped by a second deluge which ar- 
rived about 5:30. Despite its ve- 
hemence and the 
discomforts of 


those who were unavoidably caught 
in the torrent, the rains were cor- 
dially welcomed. While the damage 
will doubtless run up into the hun- 
dreds of dollars, there is little dis- 
position to complain. 
The people 


wanted rain, and they got it. Those 
who suffered have come up smilingly 
through the losses. 


CAME AS A FLOOD. 


It is doubtful if any sewer capacity, 


however large, would have been able 
to carry away promptly the tre- 
mendous volume of water from Sun- 
day's deluge. Accurate figures as to 
the rainfall are not obtainable, but 
those somewhat familiar with such 
matters 
believe- the precipitation 


from the two storms Sunday after- 
noon would closely approach two 
inches, though this figure is an ex- 
ceptionally large one. 


The rains came up quickly. There 


was but a brief advance period of 
threatening indication .before the tor- 
rents were loosened and in a moment 
the streets were turned into literal 
rivers. 
Along Calhoun street the 


gutters at either side were quickly 
filled; the volume of water quickly 
increased and spread to the center of 
the street and overflowed the side- 
walks to a depth of several inches. 
The street car tracks were so nearly 
covered that only in an occasional 
spot was a rail visible, and the c">r 
service was maintained only with 
much difficulty. Upon many of the 
other streets a like condition pre- 
vailed. 
Main street west of Broad- 


way was quickly transformed into a 
miniature" lake, and the 
overflow 


backed up into the yards at numerous 
points. 
West Jefferson street pre- 


sented the aspect of a swiftly moving 
stream, and on many of the side 
streets were ponds of no'small pro- 
portions. The extreme high volume 
of water was maintained for but a 
short time, however, as the dimin- 
ution in the precipitation permitted 
the overtaxed sewers fo catch up and 
relieve the streets of their surplus. 


CELLARS SUFFERED. 


In the down town district dozens of 


business houses suffered from flooded 
cellars, and the aggregate damage 
will surely mount up into the hun- 
dreds of dollars. The most extensive 
damage is reported along Calhoun 
and Columbia streets, though other 
thoroughfares did not escape entirely. 
The torrents which surged along the 
streets found their way into cellars 
and basements, many of which are 
used as storage rooms for surplus 
stocks. 


Among the sufferers in this direc- 


tion are Pollens & Polster, Wolf & 
Dessauer, the Paragon waist factory 
and many other Calhoun and Colum- 
bia street firms. At the store of thf 
Fort Wayne 
Outfitter company a 


leaking skylight caused considerable 
damage to furniture, and at the Fair. 
on Harrison street, a large amount of 
clothing was soaked in a similar 
manner. In the cellar of the New 
Aveline hotel the water rose high 
enough to back up into 4the motor 
room, making it necessary to shut off 
the electrical current and put the ele 
vators out of business for a time. 
Dozens of other business houses suf- 
fered to greater or less extent from 
the sudden and excessive 'downpour. 


At Maiden Lane and Pearl street a 


part of the street WAS washed out and 
left in a bad condition, and a portion 
of the foundation of a house there 


•was caved in, causing one corner of 
the residence to settle badly. 
The 


large cellar of the Ross 'house was 
deluged with several feet of water 
and the damage is considerable. 


SEWERS ESCAPED. 


There were rumors, and then some, 


of all kinds of dire disaster to the 
sewers, and the poor old South Wayne 
sewer, of course, naturally got the 
worst of it. Some reports had it that 
it was washed out from one end to the 
other, and other more imaginative 
fabricators had it standing on end. 
The fact is that no damage of any 
kind has been officially reported at 
the city hall, and least of all from 
any of the uncompleted sewers. The 
rainfall was so heavy 
that 
the 


sewers, new and old, did not have 
the carrying capacity to discharge 
the water, and in consequence there 
was much back water and cellars in 
all parts of the city were flooded, On 
the South Wayne sewer job there 
were instances of the embankment 
falling itf, but that is only one of 
the insignificant incidents that oc* 
cur during a rain storm at 90 out of 
100'excavations in open air. Sev- 
eral washouts of street culverts were 
reported and on McCulloch street 
there was a washout that demanded 
immediate attention. 
The damage, 


however, all together, ivas nominal* 


During the heaviest of the deluge 


there were lively doings around the 
transfer corner, where the Robison 
park cars were bringing in hundreds 
of people from an outing at Uie park. 
Arriving in the midst of it, there was 
no shelter available and no alterna- 
tive but to plough fearlessly1 through 
the raging waters i7iat completely 
covered the street there to a depth of 
several inches. 


WILL HELP THE CROPS. 


While the rain caused considerable 


temporary discomfort, it will have its 
compensating advantages in addition 
to the rare pleasure of watching rain 
fall after weeks of drought. Farm- 
ers who visited the city today were 
unanimous in the opinion that the 
rain would be of vast help to a great 
part of the corn, the late potatoes and 
the grass crop. C. S. Bash this morn- 
ing looked up from a bunch of tele- 
grams telling of rain throughout tho 
west and said: 
"Yesterday's rain 


practically assures the filling out of 
all the late corn. It makes the grass 
crop certain, for the grass will quick- 
ly revive. Late potatoes, also, wiU 
be wonderfully helped." Trom other 
sources came the opinion that till 
corn, with the possibly exception ot 
that upon high, sandy soil, would be 
saved by the generous downpour on 
Sunday.

twenty-three men.

lary numbeied 150 men, but, .owing 
to the strength of the enemy, 600 ^o 
800, they were unable 'to follow up 
their &uccest>, and, during their rc- 
tirenunt, tluy lost one man killed 
and had six men wounded. 
Four- 


teen men are missing.

were quickly manned, -but a large 
number wen* down in their s:a'.c 
rooms. 


Some of the survivors arrived hero 


last evening by the steamer Queen, 
which passed over the scene of the 
appalling disaster on the following 


evening, and 
picked 
them up at 


Juneau. to winch city they had been 
taken. 


A TERRIBLE BLOW. 


The news came as a terrible blow 


to the citizens of Victoria, many oC

HOLE WAS FILLED WITH RUBBISH 


New Ten-Inch Northside WeJI to Which a Pump 


Was to be Applied is Half Full of Scrap 


Iron, a Railroad Rail and the Like* 


A sensational discovery was made; 


in t'he northside water -field the other 
day which has not hitherto been made 
public. 
One of the new ten-inch 


wells has been filled with rubbish, 
railroad iron and scraps to an extent 
that proved laborious pains on the 
part cf some one to render the -well 
useless. 
The well thus disabled has 


never been pumped by direct means, 
but was considered a good one, prob- 
ably the best to test t'he Dowie pump 
on. 
A foundation for the pump wag 


provided 'and then the cap was un- 
screwed. 
When the well was sound- 


ed it was found that the pump could 
not be lowered over sixty feet. 
In- 


vestigation showed that someone had 
surreptitiously taken off the cap and 
the well had been -partly filled with 
coble stones, scrap iron, rags, cinders 
and refuse of all descriptions. Among 
other stuff whicdi was extracted was 
a piece of railroad iron about twenty 
feet long. 
When the discovery was 


ma'de that the well had been tarn* 
pered with the cap was replaced and 
the matter was kept quiet, while An- 
other well for placing the I>oVnie 
pump was selected. 
It is certain 


that the well in question was not 
filled by accident, and ;the real 'ques- 
tion which present* itfdf ts/wlio 


was interested in fcaving it made 
worthless. 
An investigation is in 


progress,

Forty-seventh Street Car Runs Into 


Pennsylvania 
Passenger 


Train No. 24. 


•En* tbound Pennsylvania passen- 


ger train No. 24, due at Fort Wayne 
at 11:55 at night, figured in a dis- 
astrous crossing accident at Chicago 
Saturday evening while on its way 
out of that city. The accident oc- 
curred at Forty-seventh street and 
was caused by a motorman on an 
electric car becoming excited and 
losing control 
of the car, which 


smashed through ,the 
safety gate 


and into the side' of the passenger 
train with terriffic force. 


DEAD AN^ INJURED. 


Four persons were killed instantly 


and one died yesterday from her In- 
juries. The motorman, P. H. Bow- 
man, 
is in a precarious condition 


and may not live throughout ti*e 
day. Th« list of the dead is as fol- 
lows: Ida Ofler, of Cincinnati; Miss 
Kate Frahar* Frederick 0. Edwards 
and Mrs. Harriett Sutcliife, of Chi- 
cago; unknown woman, died at En 
glewood Union hospital. 
Ten were 


badly injured and are now in the 
various hospitals in Chicago. 
THE ENGINEER'S STATEMENT. 


Conductor 
Mcfflahon. 
Engineer 


Gates and Fireman Eckhard went to 
Chicago this morning to attend the 
coroner's inquest over the remains 
of the victims of the accident 
En- 


gineer Gates* story of the horrible 
affair is as follows: 


"It wa& just 7:49 o'clock when we 


approached 
Forty-seventh 
street, 


and wo were running at 
the pre- 


scribed rate of speed. Above the roar 
and rattle of the train I heard the 
shouts of hundreds of people appar- 
ently on Forty-seventh 
street to- 


ards the west. I caught a glimpse 
of a trolley car coming at full speed 
from the west straight toward the 
train and had a second's impression 
of a frightened motorman making 
desperate efforts to control his car. 
Much quicker than it takes to tell 
it there was a crash back of me. Ths 
flying car had hit 24 a terrific blow 
just back of the first mail car, on the 
forward corner of the second can 
The cries of the'battered and mangled 


passengers who were 
piled 
in a I 


crushed heap next reached my eaia 
and then I stopped the train. 


"People sprang 1'rom every side 


and out of the ground it seemed TO 
me, and fifty police were on tiu 
scene in a few minutes. They at one? 
infoimcd the conductor and my lire- 
man that we could not continue our 
run, 
but when the chief 
arrived 


and we explained how the accident 
liappened and he saw that the fault 
lay with the street car, we were 
finally allowed to go after an hour's 
delay. 


"I am positive the gate 
across 


Forty-seventh street was closed. The 
electric 
car 
dashed 
-through 
it 


against the side of the train, and 
was nc more restrained by the pro* 
tecting gate than if it had been 
paper. 
The passengers in the car, 


I snw, had been hurled to the for- 
ward part of the car and those who 
had front seats suffered most* 


"The greater number of the pas- 


sengers I thought were women and 
many of them had children. 
All 


were lying together in the pile of 
wreckage, some 
dead, but 
many 


moaning from pain and unable to 
move. The motorman of the car had 
a leg oft and when I left the conduc- 
tor had not been identified. 


'Whatever may be the result of 


the inquiry, I am positive that no 
fault can bo ascribed either to the 
Pennsylvania railroad or to any cf 
the trainmen of 24. 
We saw the 


gate down tis it should have been 
and naturally went ahead. When I 
left Chicago the exact cause of the 
awful accident had not been deter- 
mined, but the explanation that -pre- 
sented itself to me was that the mo- 
torman could not make his brake 
work nnd as he probably waited un- 
til lie was too close to the car, th*j 
impact was frightful. 


"I -have seen a good many people 


injured in railroad accidents, but the 
sight of those crushed and bleeding 
women and children was one of the 
most affecting that has ever hap- 
pened in my experience."

The bank 
is short $190,000 and the stockhold- 
ers have been assessed 100 per cent 
on their holdings.

All 
are wealthy people.

bodies on board, and the surviving 
passengers. 
The description of the 


disaster by the survivors is heart- 
rending. They say that the Islander 
struck an iceberg and so severe was 
the shock that

jammed fast in the state-rooms and 
the ill-fated passengers, numbering 
107, and the crew of seventy-one, 
were forced to break

THE STEWARD'S ACCOUNT.

SOME OF THE DETAILS. 


United States Consul Smith, of Vic- 


toria, who was a passenger on the 
Queen 
from 
Juneau 
to Victoria, 


gleaned the following story of the 
wreck from among forty 
survivors 


who were passengers on the Queen: 


''The Islander left Skagway 
for 


Victoria on last Wednesday evening 
at 6 o'clock, with 125 passengers and 
a crew of sixty-one men on board and 
ten or twelve stowaways. All went 
well, the steamer making her usual 
record of fifteen knots an hour until 
3 o'clock Thursday morning, when 
Juneau was passed and the southern 
end of Douglas Island was reached. 
Then suddenly the steamer encoun- 
tered an obstruction, said to have 
been an iceberg, and stopped with a 
jerk which 
aroused many of the 


sleeping passengers. 


"Captain Foote was having break- 


fast and the pilot notified him of the 
trouble. When the 
vessel 
struck 


water rushed in forward in great vol 
umes and the pilot advised that the 
vessel be run on the beach, not over 
half a mile distant, at once. To this 
the captain 
objected, saying 
the 


beach was too abrupt. 
He thought 


thee was no immediate danger, but 
would run a few miles further down, 
where he knew 
there was a good 


landing. 


' THE CAPTAIN'S BLUNDER. 
"The captain assured ssvcral pas- 


sengers there was no immediate dan- 
ger and that .they could go back to 
bed and sent the first officer down to 
examine. That officer reported there 
was great danger and urged that the 
vessel be beached at once. The first 
officer ordered the boats let down, but 
this order was countermanded by the 
captain, who, however, finally real- 
ized the seriousness of the situation 
and allowed the first officer to get 
down the boats. Meanwhile the pas- 
sengers, aroused to their peril, ap- 


peared on deck and a rush was- made 
to the purser, who had been given 
much 
treasure 
for 
safe-keeping. 


Purser Bishop handed out all except 
two bags of $10,000 each, 
which 


were not claimed and went down with 
the vessel. The bow of the steamer 
steadily sunk and twenty 
minutes 


later the propeller and rudder were 
high in the air and useless. 


THE CAPTAIN IS LOST. 


''The captain 
remained on 
the 


bridge 
until the last 
and finally 


jumped on a life raft. 
When 
the 


steamer went under an explosion oc- 
curred. The captain lost his hold on 
the raft and went under. 


•'Owing to a dense fog much diffi- 


culty was experienced in ascertain- 
ing the location of the shore. After 
a time water was heard 
trickling 


down the rocks and all the 
boats 


reached shore. 
Many persons who1 


jumped oft the steamer were rescued 
later, only to die from exhaustion and 
the intense cold. Several persons re- 
covered consciousness only nfter four 
or five hours* hard 
work by their 


comrades."

I jumped 
overboard and was in the water over

The Islander was the largest pas- 


senger vessel of the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation company. It was built 
at Glasgow and cost over $200,000, 
The vessel arrived at Victoria on De- 
cember 9, 1899, and was put on the 
Victoria-Vancouver route. Since then 
it has been engaged in the Vancouver 
trade, occasionally going to Alaska 
and to the Columbia river. 


The Islander was a twin-screw 


steamer, 240 feet long, 42 feet beam 
and 14,8 hold; possessed great speed; 
had accommodations for several hun- 
dred passengers and a large freight 
capacity.

.lombitin minister calls on Secre- 


tary Hay—Ecquador Heady to 


FlRlit Her Neighbor. 


Washington, 'Aug. 10.—The Colom- 


bian minister, Dr. Silva, 'had a con- 
ference today with Secretary 
Hay. 


It was the first personal exchange 
between the secretary and the rep- 


aiitfiHvfr of Colombia 
since 
the 


present disturbance started. Dr. Silva 
gave Mr. Hay information to ilia 
effect that traffic 011 the isthmus was 
entirely unobstructed 
and also ns- 


urcd him of the ability of Colombia 
to keep the traffic open. 


The minister's 
communication to 


Secretary Hay did not take any for- 
mal or written shape, but was an in- 
formal discussion 
of the situation 


based on the minister's latest advices. 
He informed tlie secretary that 
a 


cable dispatch from Bogota, sent last 
Thursday, stated that traffic across 
the isthmus \vtts entirely unobstruct- 
ed as a result of efforts of the Colom- 
bian authorities. -He also expressed 
the fullest confidence that Colombia 
was able to maintain 
free traffic 


across the isthmus. 
So far as the 


United States 
government is con- 


cerned there never has "been any pur- 
pose to exert any military force in 
keeping- open commercial traffic un- 
less it became perfectly plain that 
Colombia was unabl* to do so. This 


iew was doubtless, made known to 


Dr. Silva, although the nature of the 
exchange is known only in the most 
general way. 


When seen after his visit to the 
tate department Dr. ij5ilva Depressed 
himself as highly satisfied with as- 
surances given him by Mir. Hay that 
the United States would not take a 
hand in'affairs on tlin isthmus unless 
a request came from the Colombian 
government itself, or else the need of 
intervention became so apparent as 
to make a request unnecessary. 
The 


minister stated that some time ago 
lie informed his government that the 
United States would 
not put into 


operation the treaty 
provision for 


keeping open traffic on the isthmus 
unless Colombia found 
'herself un- 


able to do so. He says his interview 
with Mr. Hay strengthened this view 
of affairs and he advised his govern- 
ment of the entirely 
disinterested 


purposes of the United States, and of 
ts purpose 
not to act so long 
as 


traffic across the isthmus remains un- 
obstructed. 


ECUADOR WANTS TO FIGHT.

HEAVENS FURNISHED FLOODS 


ON SUNDAY. 


STREETS CARRIED TORRENTS 


SOME DA-MAGE RESULTED 
IN 


THE CITY. 


BUT BENEFITS OUTWEIGH IT 


LATE CROPS ARE SAVED BY 


COPIOUS RAINS. 


Heaven's floodgates were opened 


upon Port Wit y nft with JL vengeance 
Sunday afternoon, and twice was the 
city under the bombardment of Jupi- 
ter Pluvius' long range catteries. 
The long season of drought, shattered 
slightly by the rain on Saturday, 
was completely obliterated by Sun- 
day's performance, for the water 
descended in veritable torrents that 
defied the capacity of the sewers and 
swept along the streets in a ton'ent 
that turned the city for a time into a 
miniature reproduction of Venice. 


The first downpour came about 2 


o'clock and was copious, though not 
of long duration, but this was over- 
topped by a second deluge which ar- 
rived about 5:30. 
Despite its ve- 


hemence and 
the 
discomforts of 


those who were unavoidably cfmg'ht 
in the torrent, the rains were cor- 
dially welcomed. "While the damage 
will doubtless run up into the hun- 
dreds of dollars, there is little dis- 
position to complain. 
The people 


wanted rain, and they got it. Those 


iio suffered bnve come up smilingly 


through the losses. 


CAME AS A FLOOD. 


It is doubtful if any sewer capacity, 


however large, would have been able 
to carry away promptly the tre- 
mendous volume of water from Sun- 
day's deluge. Accurate figures as lo 
the rainfall are not obtainable, but 
those somewhat familiar with such 
matters 
believe- the 
precipitation 


from the two storms Sunday after- 
noon would closely approach two 
inches, though this figure is an ex- 
ceptionally large one. 


The rains came up quickly. There 


was but. a brief advance period of 
threatening indication before the tor-- 
rents were loosened and in a moment 
the streets were turned into literal 
rivers. 
Along Calhoun street the 


gutters at either side were quickly 
filled; the volume of water quickly 
increased and spread to the center of 
the street and overflowed the side- 
walks to a depth of several inches. 
The street car tracks were so nearly 
covered that only in nn occasional 
spot was a rail visible, and the c=»r 
service was maintained only with 
much difficulty. Upon ninny of tlip 
other 
streets a like condition pre- 


vailed. 
Main street west of Broad- 


way was quickly transformed into a 
miniature" lake, and the 
overflow 


backed up into the yards at numerous 
points. 
West Jefferson street pre- 


sented the aspect of a swiftly moving 
stream, and on many of the si:le 
streets were ponds or no' small pro- 
portions. The extreme high volume 
of water was maintained for but a 
short time, however, as the dimin- 
ution in the precipitation permitted 
the overtaxed sewers to catch up and 
relieve the streets of their surplus. 


CELLARS SUFFERED. 


In the down town district dozens of 


business houses suffered from flooded 
cellars, nnd the aggregate 
damage 


'ill surely mount up into the hun- 


dreds of dollars. The most extensive 
damage is reported along Calhoun 
and Columbia streets, though other 
thoroughfares did not escape entirely. 
The torrents which surged along the 
streets found their way into cellars 
and basements, many of which are 
used as storage rooms for surplus 
stocks. 


Among the sufforpi'S in this direc- 


tion are Pellens & Polster, Wolf 
«fc 


Dessauer, the Paragon waist factory 
and many other Calhoun and Colum- 
bia street firms. 
At the store of thf 


Fort 
Wayne 
Outfitter company a 


leaking skylight caused considerable 
damage to furniture, and at the Fair. 
011 Harrison street, a large amount of 
clothing was soaked in a similar 
manner. In the cellar of the New 
Avelino hotel the water rose high 
enough to back np into 'the motor 
room, making it necessary to shut oft 
tho electrical current and put the ele- 
vators out of business for a time. 
Dozens of other business houses suf- 
fered to greater or less extent from 
the sudden and excessive'downpour. 


At Maiden Lane and Pearl street a 


part of the street was washed out and 
loft hi a bad condition, find a portion 
01! tho foundation of ft house there 


was caved in, causing one corner of 
the, residence to settle badly. 
Tha 


large cellar of the Ross ihouse was 
deluged with several feet of water 
nnd the damage is considerable. 


SEWERS ESCAPED. 


There were rumors, and then some, 


of all kinds of dire disaster to the 
sewers, and the poor old South Wayne 
sewer, of course, naturally got the 
worst of it. Some reports had it that 
it was washed out from one end to the 
other, and other more imaginative 
fabricators had it standing on end.

Conductor 
McMahon,

Gates and Fireman Eckhard went to 
Chicago this morning to attend the 
coroner's inquest over the remains 
of the victims of the accident. 
En- 


gineer Gates' story of the horrible 
affair is as- follows: 


"It was just 7:49 o'clock when we 


approached 
Forty-seventh 
street, 


nnd wo were running nt 
the pre- 


scribed rate of speed. Above the roar 
nnd rattle of the train I heard tho 
shouts of hundreds of people appar- 
ently .on Forty-seventh 
street to- 


nrds the west. I caught a- glimpse 
of a trolley cnr coming nt full speed 
from the west straight toward the 
train and had a second's impression 
of a frightened motormnn making 
desperate efforts to control his car. 
Much quicker than it takes to tell 
it there wns a crash back of me. Tha 
flying car had hit 24 n terrific blow 
just "back of the first mail car, on the 
forward corner of the second car. 
The cries of the 'battered nnd mangled 


•passengers who were 
piled 
in 


crushed heap next reached my eaia 
and then I stopped the train. 


"People sprang from every side 


and out of the ground it seemed to 
me, and fifty police were on tho 
scene in a few minutes. They nt one; 
hi formed tlie conductor and my fire- 
man that we could not continue our 


run; 
but when the chief 
arrived 


nnd we explained how the accidenr 
happened nnd he saw that the fault 
lay with the street 
cnr, we were 


finally allowed to go after an hour's 
delay. 


"I am positive tlie gate 
across 


Forty-seventh street was closed. The

against the side of the train nnd 
was nc more restrained by the pro- 
tecting gate than if it had been 
paper. 
Tlie passengers in the c.iv, 


I saw, had been hurled to the for- 
ward part of the car and those who 
had front seats suffered most. 
. "The greater number of tbe pas- 
sengers I thought were women and 
many of them had children. 
All 


wore lying together in the .pile of 
wreckage, some 
(lend, but 
many 


moaning from pain nnd unable to 
move. The motorman of the car had 
a leg- off nnd when I left -the conduc- 
tor hnd not been identified. 


"Whatever may be the result of 


the inquiry, I am positive that no 
fault can bo ascribed either to the 
Pennsylvania mil road or to any nt 
the trainmen of 24. 
We saw the 


gate down as it should have been 
and naturally went ahead. 
"When I 


left Chicago the exact cause of tV-e 
awful accident hud not been deter- 
mined, but the explanation that pre- 
sented itself to me was that the Jiio- 
torman could not make his brake 
work and as he probably waited un- 
til he was too close to the car, th« 
impact was frightful. 


;'I -hnve seen a good many people 


injured in railroad accidents, but thy 
sight of those crushed nnd bleeding 
women and children was one of the 
nost affecting that has ever hap- 
pened in my experience."

SOME OF THE DETAILS. 


United States Consul Smith, of Vic- 


toria, who was a passenger on the 
Queen 
from 
Juneau 
to Victoria, 


gleaned the following- story of the 
wreck from among forty 
survivors 


who were passengers on the Queen: 


"The Islander left Skagway 
for 


Victoria on lust Wednesday evening 
at 0 o'clock, with 125 passengers and 
a crew of sixty-one men on board and 
ten or twelve stowaways. 
All went 


well, the steamer making her usual 
record of fifteen knots an hour until 
3 o'clock Thursday morn ing. when 
Juneau was pntsed and the southern 
end of Douglas Island was reached. 
Then suddenly tlie steamer encoun- 
tered an obstruction, said to have 
been an iceberg, and stopped with n 
jerk which 
aroused imuiy uf the 


sleeping passengers. 


"Captain Foote was having break- 


fast, and the pilot notified him of the 
trouble. 
When the 
vessel 
struck 


water rushed in forward in great vol- 
umes and the pilot advised that the 
vessel be run on the beach, not over 
half a mile distant, at once. To this 
th« captain 
objected, 
saying 
the 


beach was too abrupt. 
He thought' 


thee was no immediate danger, hut 1 


would run a few miles further duwn, 
where he knew 
there wns a good 


landing. 


° THE CAPTAIN'S BLUNDER. 
"The captain assured several pas- • 


sengers there wns no immediate d a n - I 
ger and that .they could go back to 
bed and sent the first officer down to 
examine. That officer reported there 
was great d.uiger and urged that the! 
vessel be beached at once. The first) 
officer ordered the boats let down, but! 
this order was countermanded by the 
captain, who, how ever, finally real- 
ized the seriousness of the situation 
and allowed the first officer to get 
down the boats. Meanwhile the pas- 
sengers, aroused to their peril, np- 


peared on deck and a rush was1 made 
to the purser, who had been given 
much 
treasure 
for 
safe-keeping. 


Purser Bishop handed out nil except 
two bags of $10,000 each, 
which 


were not claimed and went down with 
the vessel. 
The bow of the steamer 


steadily sunk and twenty 
minutes 


later the propeller nnd rudder "were 
high in the air and useless. 


THE CAPTAIN IS LOST. 


'•The captain 
remained 
on 
the 


bridge 
until the last 
nnd finally 


jumped on a life raft, 
When 
the 


steamer went under an explosion oc- 
curred. The captain lost his hold on 
the raft and went under. 


•'Owing to n dense fog much diffi- 


culty was experienced in ascertain- 
ing the location of the shore. 
After 


a time water was heard 
trickling 


down the rocks nnd all the 
boats 


reached shore. 
Many persons who 


jumped off the steamer were rescued 
later, only to die from exhaustion and 
the intense cold. Several persons re- 
covered consciousness only after four 
or five hours' hard 
work by their 


comrades." 


GOVERNOK'S WIFE DROWNED. 
Among the passengers 
lost were 


Mrs. Governor Ross, of Dawson; her 
child and her niece, and Dr. John M. 
Duncan, of Victoria. 


The doctor was 
seen with a life 


preserver about him. hut no one saw 
Mrs. Ross, nnd it wns thought that 
Duncan lost his life in a futile at- 
tempt to rescue Mrs. Ross and family 
just as the steamer sank. 


All the rescued spsak in high terms 


of the courage nnd assistance given 
by Chief Engineer Brownlee and First 
Officer Neurotsos. who snve'd several 
lives. 
The intense cold of the water 


caused severe cramps among many 
who were on life rafts and resulted in 
death from exposure. The bodies of 
these flying in this manner turned 
black. 


ABANDONED THEIR GOLD. 


M. M. Brumbauer, 
of 
Portland, 


Ore., bad $14,000 in gold dust in his 
satchel, but promptly abandoned it, 
tumbled 
into the water and was 


rescued. 


V. H. Hart, of Klondike, had $40,- 


000 in gold dust, which lie abandon- 
ed when he jumped into the last boat 
and reached shove safely. 


M. 
M. 
Manly, 
of 
Winnipeg, 


dropped his satchel containing S4.QOO 
nnd a friend left $3.000 behind. 


Another Klondike!1, whose name is 


not given, is reported to have taken 
his poitmanteau, containing $40,000 
in gold dust, from the 
purser and 


jumped from the sinking steamer to 
a boat, which he 
failed to reach. 


Both the man nnd his treasure sank. 


At Jurienu Consul Smith saw Dr. 


Phillips, of Seattle, who escaped, but 
who Jost his wife and child. 
Tho 


doctor insisted that no one called at 
his state room to warn him of tho 
disaster impending. Dr. Phillips re- 
mained at iTunenu 
endeavoring to 


recover the body of his wife.

THE PILOT'S STOUT. 


Pilot LaBlonde, /who had charge ofi 


the steamer, said: 


"Tlie night wns fine. 'As we al- 


ways expect to meet ice, a sharp 
lookout was kept. 
A-bout 2:48 ft. in. 


the crash came. The boat was under 
full speed and no ice was in sigteb 
nnd there was 110 fog. The 
fatal 


berg -was, no doubt, even, with, the 
water. 
After she struck: I stopped 


tho engines". 
Then Captain, 
3Tooto 


appeared with the night watchman, 
who reported the ship leaking for- 
ward. I told Captain Foote -that wo 
would better hold for the beach, but 
the ship wns- making water so fast 
she would not answer her helm. 


"Then I called the mnte tind or- 


dered the bonts. This was done and 
they were lowered with passengers^"" 
Mnny passengers jumped overboard; 
with life preservers on. I jumped 
overboard and was in the water over 
two hours before securing: a piece o£ 
wreckage.11 


The Islander was the largest pas- 


senger vessel of the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation company. 
It was built 


at Glasgow and cost over $200,000. 
The vessel arrived nt Victoria on -De- 
cember 9. 1899, and was put on tho 
Victoria-Vancouver route. Since then. 
it lias been engaged in the Vancouver 
trade, occasionally going to Alaska 
anH to the Columbia river. 


The 
Islander 
was a twin-screw 


steamer. 240 feet long-, 42 feet -beam 
and 14.8 hold; possessed great speed; 
had accommodations for severnl hun- 
dred passengers and a large 'freight 
capacity.
